The following letter was recently 
published in the Boston Transcript: — 
THE “GAS" REFERENDUM 
To the Editor of the Transcript: 

In a recent Transcript there was a 
nows item, in which Mr. Day Baker 
was quoted as making the claim that 
the automobile users of the State 
would have $5,000,000 to $7,000,000 per 
year through the defeat, of the gaso- 
line tax. This Is just as absurd as the 
claim he made a year ago before a 
legislative committee that the addi- 
tional tax of $5 to $10, advocated at 
that time by Mr. Cole, would add to 
the costs of living, referring partlc 
ularly to the farmer. Just as though 
$5 on a farmer’s truck or automobile 
would cut any figure in the cost of 
his products . If we take Mr. Baker’: 
highest figure and divide it among the 
automobile owners of the State, we 
find that it is less than $18 each. Now. 
$18 represents 900 gallons of gasoline 
at two cents per gallon, und it also 
means that each car owner is driving 
from 12,000 to 13,000 miles per year, 
based on an average of fifteen miles 
per gallon. 

If, for the sake of argument, we 
grant that all of these absurd figures 
are correct, there is not an owner of 
an automobile in the State that will 
not he able to offset any such saving 
ns this every year by extra gasoline, 
wear and tear on his machine and 
lue to poor roads. For aside 
from a few good trunk line roads, our 
roads are in poor shape, especially the 
tarred roads with their hard furrows 
where innumerable snrings are brok- 
en. bodies shaken badly — requiring re- 
pairs to take the rattle out — tires are 
cut on the ragged edges, and when 
the season Is over $18 goes a very lit- 
tle way toward paying the hill. If 
this $7,000,000 was spent on the roads 
for a few years, every automobile 
owner would save money, and the 
State and every community would 
benefit thereby. 

Who are the people hack of tills 
movement to delay the operation of 
the law? It Is the truck owners who 
do not want to pay the tax that they 
should in the way of a gasoline tax 
and thereby decrease their profits, 
and the automobile dealers who are 
afraid it will hurt the sale of automo- 
biles. As an automobile owner, I 
would rather pay the tux than not, 
and 1 am surprised thut thirty thou- 
sand people who have signed the pe- 
tition should he so gullible. One 
thing we can say about Massachu- 
setts and that is, that the question of 
the money received being honestly 
und conscientiously spent in the roads 
is never raised. Good rouds bring 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
the community, spent by outsiders. 
They will succeed In deferring the 
operation of this law, hut it will only 
he deferred until December 4, 1924, 
for I believe that the hulk of our peo- 
ple want good roads.

The 
service was carefully correlated to 
the time of the service being held at 
the same time in Marion, and every- 
where in the entire community ve 
hides paused, pedestrians stood with 
bowed heads, while the thousand or 
more attendants at the Assembly si- 
lently entered into the service. 

The next work was at the great 
Chautauqua Institute at Chautauqua. 
N. Y., where Prof. Smith is director 
of music for the entire season. A se- 
ries of lectures was given here, and 
the “missionaries” participated in the 
rendition of Handel’s oratorio, “Th 
Creation.” The New York Symphony 
Orchestra, playing a concert each 
evening, and accompanying all the 
public choral work, made this a not- 
able experience. 

The final assembly was the great 
Methodist meeting at Asbury Grove, 
Mass., where every night during the 
week the big tabernacle was crowded 
to the doors, while on Sunday after- 
noon four thousand people sat or 
stood in the great pine grove while 
an outdoor service was conducted. A 
goodly portion of Handel’s "Messiah” 
was given here in what the leader 
called a “congregationalized” form, 
hymns and responsive readings be- 
ing incuded and correlated in a pro- 
gram involving several choruses and 
solos from the oratorio. Mrs .Har- 
per was the soprano soloist, and Mr. 
Arthur Wellcome, soloist at Centenary 
Church, was the tenor. The taber- 
nacle was crowded and hundreds of 
people stood quimtly throughout the 
service. It is to lie repented at the 
State Sunday School Convention at 
North. Adams, and will be presented 
in the near future in Centenary 
Church. 

The mission of the Auburndale 
folks who thus toured over more than 
half the country, through fifteen 
states, driving nearly 5000 miles, was 
to establish new and higher stand- 
ards of church music and worship, 
and to present the tried and proven 
program oi’ religious education in 
this field which is in successful prac- 
tice at Centenary Church, Auburn- 
dale. 

The Oliver Ditson Company of 
Boston are publishing a special an- 
them book edited by Mr. Harper this 
winter to furnish material for the 
young people’s and boys’ and girls’ 
department of this work, while 
prominent New York publishing firm 
will publish a hook on the theory and 
program in vogue at Auburndale din- 
ing the coming year. 

The pastor and his wife came back 
to find, to their unbounded surprise 
and delight, that Miss Mabel T. Eager, 
one of the trustees of the church 
had arranged to present to the church 
and has installed a modern pipe or- 
gan. complete to the last detail, as 
large ns could justifiably be installed 
in the auditorium of Centenary 
Church, and of a quality and com 
pleteness unsurpassed by any organ 
anywhere. 

So the “missionary work" in this 
particular line and realm of church 
work will be carried on with greater 
facilities in the future than in the 
past. All branches of the Christian 
Church find a spiritual unity in 
Christian music ami worship, hut 
many of them have failed to especial- 
ly give attention to and develop the 
talents aud capabilities of a congre- 
gation in this regard. Through con- 
gregational rehearsals, through organ- 
ization of choirs ranging from Jun- 
ior to Adult, the Centenary program 
attempts to actually und thoroughly 
train an entire congregation in the 
meaning and technique of true wor- 
ship.

AMERICAN CAMPANILE 

T HE records of pust uges ure 
authority for the fuct that cam- 
paniles or hell towers becume very 
common in Italy and especially in 
Rome between the eighth and elev- 
enth centuries. Almost everybody lias 
ut some time seen a picture of that 
fumous old one of old SL Mark's 
Church in Venice. 

On the other hand, cumpauiles are 
rarely seen in the United States now- 
adays and yet California boasts what 
is perhaps the most splendid example 
of a hell tower on the western hemis- 
phere. 

It is one of the most-pleasing and 
graceful architectural structures one 
can hope to look upon and is located in 
the grounds of the University of Cal 
ifornla, at Berkeley. The gift of a Mrs. 
Sutor, It cost about $200, (XX). Is 302 
feet high, approximately 30 feet square 
and Is constructed of California gran- 
ite, with the exception of the pyramid* 
aliy-shuped top-piece which is of white 
marble. 

Within the tower is an immense 
clock and a chime of twelve heuutlful 
ly-toned bells. These precious bells 
were safely transported through the 
submarine-infested waters of the At 
lunttc, on their Journey from the old 
world, during the curlier days of the 
world war. 

These hells, also the gift of Mrs. 
Safer, range In weight from 340 to 
4,118 pounds. The tenor or largest 
bell carries the following inscription, 
written especially for the purpose by 
Professor Flagg of the university 
"Wa ring, wa chime, we toll; 

I *>n.l ye the sllen^puit. 

Some anewer 111 trie heart. 

Homo echo in the soul."

Is chairman, and assist as far as 
In devising the best possible 
ordinance for the city of New- 
Through an agreement between 
two committees, the Chamber un- 
to prepnre the first, draft of 
proposed ordinance. f This has 
a task Involving much detail nnd 
made necessary nn extended series 
meetings. These have been attend- 
by Mr. Nichols, ns legal advisor, 
subsequently revised the ordi- 
as to the proper legal phrnse- 
after it's completion by the 

At one meeting the presidents of 
severnl improvement associations, 
with representative citizens from the 
two or three village's which do not 
have organizations of that character, 
were in attendance upon invitation of 
the Chamber committee. Various 
communications have also been re- 
ceived from local organizations and 
many interested citizens, all of which 
have been given careful consideration 
by the Chamber committee and turned 
over to the Aldermanic committee for 
such further consideration as may he 
deemed necessary by that body. 

The specimen ordinance prepared 
by the Chamber committee was stud- 
ied and its various provision's consid- 
ered in detail by the Chamber Direc- 
tors at their meeting of last week and, 
after minor changes, was approved ]jy 
tho Board and the secretary instruct- 
ed to turn over the specimen ordi- 
nance. and accompanying material, to 
the Aldermanic committee. 

In authorizing the appointment of a 
special committee to assist the Alder- 
manic committee, it was not assumed 
that the Chamber would provide the 
city witli the perfected ordinance, hut 
rather that could he of material as- 
sistance in ascertaining the needs of 
the police and fire departments and 
the opinions and desires of the peo- 
ple of the various sections of the city 
In regard to proper traffic regulation. 
In submitting the result nt' their de- 
liberations and labors, both the spe- 
cial Chamber committee and the 
Board of Director's are confident that 
they have covered most of the impor- 
tant points and have given the Alder- 
manic committee a tentative form of 
ordinance that will greatly simplify 
the work of the latter committee and 
which, after such revision and modi- 
fication as may seem necessary to that 
group, can be recommended to the 
Aldermanic Board as a whole for 
adoption. 

Handy Book For Autoists 

“What You Need to Know to Drive 
in New England” is the title of a little 
sixteen page booklet recently issued 
by the Safe Roads Federation of 
Massachusetts, of which Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles Frank A. Goodwin is 
president. This gives a brief digest 
of the various laws of the six New 
England states applying to automobile 
traffic explains the road signs, defines 
the popular automobile routes and 
their markings, lists the freak and un- 
usual peculiarities of local traffic reg- 
ulations of New England cities, ex- 
plains the recognized signals to be 
used by drivers, and gives much 
other useful information as well as 
including a small road map of Ceil 
tral New England. The .Newton 
Chamber of Commerce has secured an 
allotment of five hundred of these 
little booklets and has placed them in 
several of the local garages for dis- 
tribution in Newton.

Mr. Hardy was born in Boston, Au- 
gust 19, 18G3, the son of Captain John 
Hardy, a member of an old Scottish 
family and Charlotte Trask of old New 
England ancestry.

Afterwards he attended the Newton 
Schools. Later he went to Azua, San- 
to Domingo, where his father was 
United States Consul and a sugar 
planter.

deatli of his wife last January, but at- 
tended to his business duties as usual 
until the latter part of June, when he 
went to his summer home. On Aug. 2 
lie suffered a shock and his condition 
became serious. 

Mr. Carter’s home was on Ml, Ver- 
non street. West Newton. 

Mr. Carter was born in Boston. 
Jan. 4. 1849. He was the son of Rich- 
ard B. and Lucy Lasell (Hobart) Car- 
ter. His ancestry was English on both 
sides of the house. He was a descend- 
ant of Rev. Thomas Carter of Wo- 
burn. who came to this country about 
1630, and of Edniand Hobart, who 
came at about the same time. One of 
the latter’s descendants was the first 
man to cast cannon in the United 
States. 

Mr. Carter received his education in 
the Boston Public Schools, tlrst at- 
tending the old Latin Sehool and later 
the English Hish School, where he won 
honors as a Franklin Medal scholar. 
Bad health defeated his purpose to go 
to Harvard. He was forced to spend a 
year in Minnesota in outdoor sport, 
and a year and a half in Europe. 
Travel and exercise made him well. 

On Oct. 15, 1873. he married Miss 
Carrie Giles, daughter of a Philadel- 
phia preacher. Rev. Chauncey Giles, 
and his wife. Eunice (Lakey) Giles. 
Of the seven children born to them, 
four are living, his daughter. Miss 
Evelyn Carter of Newton, and three 
sons. Hubert I... of Newton, and Win- 
throp L. and Eliot A. Carter, both of 
Nashua, N. H. 

When he was 22 years bid, he 
founded In 1871 the pioneer paper 
house of Carter. Rice & Co. with 
Frederick W. Rice, nephew of Gov. 
Rice. The business began in a small 
wav on Spring street. In the great Are 
of 1872 it was still there the only paper 
house to escape burning. The firm 
moved to Federal street and five vears 
later to Winthrop. Within 10 years 
the business had grown so under the 
able guidance of Mr. Carter that it 
moved to new and larger quarters and 
was incorporated as the Carter. Rice 
Company, in 1884. From that time Mr. 
Carter had been half owner, treasurer 
and manager. 

He had been treasurer of the Car- 
ter’s Ink Company since 1896. He was 
also president of Carter. Rice & Car- 
penter Paper Company of Denver. 
Colorado, and of the Nashua. N. H. 
Gummed and Coated Paper Company. 
He was also a trustee and executor of 
estates. 

Mr. Carter mixed civic and commer- 
cial honors. He was a director of the 
Freeman’s Bank and former president 
of the following organizations: Boston 
Merchants Association. Newton Club, 
and the Paper Trade Association. 

He had been treasurer of the General 
Convention of the Church of New Jeru- 
salem since 1900 and director of the 
New Church Theological School. 

Mr. Carter was a great traveler j In 
September, 1911, he left the United 
States by way of the Pacific Coast for 
a cruise of nine months round the 
world. Five months of this time he 
spent in Japan. A year later he began 
a trip of five months to South America, 
going entirely round the continent be- 
fore he returned. 

Services will be held at the Church 
of the New Jerusalem.

Derivation of Coin Comes From Such 
Words as “Panel,” “Pane,” 
“Counterpane,” Etc. 

In Its original form the penny wns 
not n coin, but n token or pledge. Its 
derivation comes from the same source 
as that from which we get the word 
“pawn,” and also such words as 
“panel,” “pane,” “counterpane,” and 
“panicle.” 

The rendlest pledge to leave in pawn 
wns cloth, hence the Latin “pnnna,” n 
piece of cloth. The original panel wns 
a piece of doth, or patch, and from 
this we get the word “pane” as ap- 
plied to a pane of glass, and also the 
word “penny,” its literal meaning be- 
ing a pledge or token, and hence a 
coin. Originally the word was spelt 
“peny.” 

The word shilling really means a di- 
vision of money into small parts, ami 
Is obtained from a word meaning “to 
divide.” Thus, In the first place, it 
was not a coin, but an indication of 
money having been made up in small 
form. 

Sterling, as applied to money, Is de- 
rived from the Hanseatic league, 
which had an important house in Eng- 
land. As their land lay “to the east of 
England,” Englishmen called them 
“Easterlings,” and the gold they paid 
in the course of trade became known 
ns “Easterling money.” Subsequently 
the expression became sterling. 


•PARKA MAN' HAD ONE REGRET 


Highwayman Did Not Recognize Hia 
Own Pastor — Bishop Was 
Not Robbed. 

Bishop Rowe recently wont on rec- 
ord with the following “favorite 
story”: “A fellow known as the ‘blue 
parka man’ had been stationing him- 
self between Fairbanks and the mine 
some twenty miles away, and robbing 
people at the muzzle of a Winchester. 
A parka is a sort of shirt that fits 
tight nt the wrists, with a hood at- 
tachment. The front part of the hood 
closes with a puckering string, leaving 
only a place for the wearer to look 
out of. The 'blue parka man’ did well 
nt his enterprise for some months and 
terrorized those who had to travel be- 
tween Fairbanks and the mines. I 
was one of a quartette that had to 
make a trip one afternoon.

CELEBRATES NEW RECORD 

Four thousand people, employees of 
The Edison Electric Illuminating 
Compnny of Boston, and their guests, 
among whom were city and town offi- 
cials, in the territory served by the 
Company, celebrated another of the 
company's record breaking achieve- 
ments in its growth Wednesday night, 
at the Recreation Grounds of the 
company 1165 Massachusetts avenue, 
Dorchester. The celebration, unusual 
and most spectacular in its illumina- 
tion effects and special features, was . 
in observance of the reaching by the 
company on August 29th of a con- 
nected load of 500,000 kilowatts. 

That figure in itself means nothing 
to the layman, hut 500,000 kilowatts, 
if used all at once, would furnish light 
for ten 50 candle-power lamps in each 
of 1,000,000 homes, or it would light 
si continuous line o such lamps set 18 
inches apart on both sides of a road- 
way from Boston to San Francisco. 
This record is another indication that 
the company’s business grows with 
Greater Boston. 

The 25 acres of the Massachusetts 
Avenue grounds were a blaze of light 
in all colors of the rainbow; shooting 
in great shafts into the sky with a 
brilliance that attracted thousands of 
spectators from miles around, flooding 
the buildings with ever changing color 
and transforming the entire area into 
a glorious riot of beauty. 

The street in ront of the main gate 
was illuminated by two giant flood 
lights In order that traffic could be 
propertly controlled. 

The American and Edison flags were 
illuminated by 4 — 500 watt flood lamps. 
All street lamps on Massachusetts 
avenue were increased in size from 
400 to 600 watts and many of them 
were colored. 

The sunken garden in front of the 
Welfare buildings was illuminated by 
24 — 500 watt flood lamps placed on the 
Laboratory building roof and on poles 
at different points. 

On the Restaurant building and on 
the Library building 14 — 500 watt 
lamps were arranged to illuminate the 
tennis court, where the dancing went 
on throughout the evening. 

On the Locker building there was a 
3 kw. flashing sign consisting of 4 foot 
letters reading "500,000 kilowatts." 
This flashed one numeral at a time 
and, on the rear roof of the Locker 
building there were 10 — 500 watt flood 
lamps with colored screens giving a 
fan-shaped lighting effect in the sky. 

The porches of the three Recreation 
buildings were festooned with 1500 — 
15 watt colored lamps. 

As the people entered tre grounds, 
they were given attractive lapel but- 
tons reading "500,000 K. W.; August 
29, 1923; Let’s Double It," and as 
they left the grounds, they were given 
attractive brochures specially pre- 
pared for the occasion giving the his- 
tory of the company’s growth year by 
year from its incorporation in Decem- 
ber. 1886, to the present time. 

The observance was under the im- 
mediate direction of the Employes 
Club with the President, L. H. Howe, 
as Chairman, L. L. Edgar, Assistant 
General Superintendent, as Vice- 
Chairman, and committee which in- 
cluded Messrs. L. D. Gibbs and C. E. 
Greenwood of this city. 

At the further end of the tennis 
court was placed the famTThs 30 kw. 
100,000 c. p. Mazda lamp designed for 
Maude Adams by the Research Labora 
tory of the General Electric Company. 
This lamp is so large as to require 
an amount of current necessary to 
operate a 50 h. p. motor and gives as 
much light as all the street lamps on 
Boylston street between Park square 
and f opley square. A special high 
tension line was necessary to operate 
this lamp and various rheostats In 
order to properly control the current. 

The total illumination was estimated 
at 47,000,000 beam candle power. 

NARROW ESCAPE 

Edward McCourt of Watertown, 
driver for the Garden City Laundry, 
narrowly escaped fatal injuries Satur- 
day when the truck which he was 
driving hit a tree on Crafts street. 
Newtonville. and turned over. The 
top was crushed and both wheels on 
the right side were ripped off. Mc- 
Court received a severe gash on his 
head and lacerations of the hip. He 
was taken to the Waltham Hospital by 
Joseph Doherty of Commonwealth ave- 
nue, Allston.

Identified for many years with Har- 
vard University affairs and the world 
of letters, as well as with national 
and international interests, William 
k.isi oe* 'I hayt r has iw n a promim at 
and noteworthy figure in his home 
city, Cambridge. Mass., up to the time 
of his death last Friday, Sept. 7th. 
Born in Boston in 1859, he spent his 
early years in Waverley, with three 
years at St. Paul’s School, preparing 
for college in Europe under a tutor 
and graduating from Harvard College 
in 1881. 

He was assistant editor and leading 
editorial writer for the Philadelphia 
Evening Bulletin from 1882 to 1885, 
after which he returned to Harvard 
tor graduate study, securing his A. M. 
degree in 18S6. Then he traveled a 
year abroad, finally settling in Cam- 
bridge to devote himself to literary 
work. The following year he assisted 
in the English department at Harvard. 
He was elected a member of the Board 
of Overseers of Harvard College in 
1913. a position which he held up to 
his death. 

In college he was one of the foun- 
ders and the first president of the Har- 
vard Union Debating Society. Begin- 
ning with its foundation in 1892, he 
w’as editor of “The Harvard Gradu- 
ates’ Magazine" for many years, re- 
tiring from this in 1915. He was a 
frequent contributor to the Atlantic 
Monthly. Forum, Century, Nation, and 
other magazines and journals. Dur- 
ing the war his services were especial- 
ly in demand both as a writer and 
speaker on account of his intimate 
knowledge of political affairs in Eu- 
rope. 

Besides his magazine contributions, 
he was the author of books on a wide 
variety of subjects, particularly his- 
torical and biographical, and ranked 
as one of the prominent men in the 
literary field today. In 1903 he repre- 
sented Harvard and the American His- 
torical Asociation at the International 
Historical Congress held at Rome, and 
was a delegate to the Italian Histori- 
cal Congress at Milan in 1906. Be- 
sides membership in a considerable 
number of literary and historical asso- 
ciations in America, he was made a 
Knight of the Order of the Crown of 
Italy by the late King Victor Emanuel 
III of Italy in recogniion of his his- 
tory, "The Dawn of Italian Independ- 
ence." (F36.T33 — Newton Free Libra- 
ry). and in 1917, as a further tribute 
to his work in the field of Italian his- 
tory, he was made a Knight of the 
Order of Saints Maurizio and Lazzaro 
by the Italian government, and just 
recently was made Commendatore in 
the same order, one of the highest 
honors within the gift of Italy.

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HOW NEWTON IS GOVERNED 

Some Interesting Facts About the Various De- 
partments of the City by J. C. Brlmblecom 


The business affairs of the city of 
Newton are in the hands of a mayor 
*and board of aldermen, with the 
school committee as a semi-independ- 
ent body in exclusive charge of educa- 
tional matters. 

The duties of the mayor are almost 
« entirely confined to the initiation of 
policies, and to the supervision of the 
executive departments, and it is hard- 
ly possible to describe his functions 
in detail in a newspaper article. He 
is elected for a term of two years, 
'and is also a member of the school 
committee. 

The board of aldermen is composed 
of twenty-one men, elected three from 
, each ward, one being elected annual- 
ly by the voters of that ward, and two 
being elected on alternate years for 
tyro years each, by the entire city. The 
.board organizes on the first day of 


January by the choice of a president 
and a vice-president. It also elects a 
city treasurer each year, and the city 
clerk and comptroller of accounts for 
terms of three years each. The al- 
dermen also have the power of con- 
firmation over most of the appoint- 
ments made by the mayor. 

The work of the board is performed 
by committees, usually appointed by 
the president at the beginning of the 
year. There are three principal com- 
mittees, Finance, Public Works, and 
Franchises and Licenses, consisting 
of seven members each, one being ap- 
pointed from each ward, thus giving 
each member an opportunity for work 
on at least one good committee. There 
is also a committee on Public Build- 
ings of seven members, a committee 
on Claims and Rules of five members,

For about the first time in the his- 
tory of the Water department, the 
Metropolitan Water Works has been 
cnlled upon to supply water in addi- 
tion to what is obtained from the 
usual source. 

Newton obtains its water from driv- 
en wells in Needham adjoining the 
Charles river. The water is drafted 
by pumps and forced into the water 
mains and water not used in the mains 
finds its way to the covered reservoir 
on Waban hill. 

This summer has been unusually 
dry, but little rain falling for about 
four months, and in consequence the 
pumps are now taking water some 
three or four feet below the usual 
level — a fact which probably accounts 
for the slight earthy taste in the water 
at the present time. 

To help out on the supply Water 
Commissioner Whitney has obtained 
water from the Metropolitan system, 
a much softer water than that from 
the driven wells, and this water un- 
doubtedly accounts for the slight color 
in the supply. 

About four millions gallons were tak- 
en last week and six million gallons 
will probably be taken this week from 
the Metropolitan system,

GIRDLES FAMOUS IN HISTORY 


Garment, Still in Favor, Made Vital 
Distinction of Caste in Olden 
Tima*. 

Ths history of tlie girdle, snyg the 
Westminster Gazette, is the history of 
civilization, and though, more than 
most of the little matters of mode, it 
has known very happily how to com- 
bine utility nnd the decorative, yet Its 
third and most Interesting phase of all 
has lain In Its symbolism. It has even 
formed a bond between womnn nnd 
goddess, and If Helen of Troy would 
have been, metaphorically speaking, In 
aore plight If she hod had no girdle un- 
der which to tuck her skirts when she 
fled with Paris, how many devotees 
would Venus have lacked if she hod 
hnd no magic girdle to Inspire love and 
charm hearts, so that even great Juno 
herself, when she wanted very special- 
ly to please her husband, hnd to kneel 
very humbly to borrow It. 

In Rome a man without a girdle 
stnmped himself thereby ns a lazy, 
good-for-nothing fellow, while It was 
the girdle which mode a vital distinc- 
tion between matron and mold. Roman 
girls wore girdles of white wool, curi- 
ously knotted, os emblem of their girl- 
hood, and the unknottlng of the bride’s 
girdle by the bridegroom was an im- 
portant port of the marriage ceremony. 

Bernhardt, who did nothing by 
halves, wore no fewer than eight 
girdles when she played the part of 
Theodora. “I hnve Just maddened my- 
self thinking how eight girdles could 
be worn,” wrote Burne-Jones. “It 
wouldn’t be fair to call a necklace a 
girdle, or a garter.

EDITORIAL 


It is a, source of considerable satis- 
faction that Newton has gone over the 
top in filling its QMtl for the Jap- 
anese relief fund and it would have 
been exceeded several times more if 
every resident of Newton had contri- 
buted through the Newton Chapter in- 
stead of sending their check to the 
Boston office of the Red Cross. Why 
can’t we have a little local pride ip 
these evidences of the generosity of 
our citizens. 

We extend our best wishes to Regis- 
trar Goodwin in his attempt to en- 
force the automobile laws in this city. 

We note another fine in a recent 
conviction for operating a motor 
vehicle while under the influence of 
liquor. We wish it was possible to 
show these easy going Judges the pos- 
sibilities of serious, if not fatal acci- 
dent's, which may occur by persons 
who are perfectly willing to take a 
chance on arrest where a mere fine is 
in prospect, and who would certainly 
hestitate if they knew it meant a term 
in the House of Correction. 

The Newton Chamber of Commerce 
should take prompt action to combat 
the petition of the B. & A. railrbad 
for a 20% increase in the charge for 
commutation tickets within 15 miles 
of Boston, and which includes every 
railroad station within the limits of 
this city. Whatever may be the finan- 
cial condition of the railroad company 
it is very certain that the present 
rates for commutation tickets in this 
city are as high as the service rendered 
Justifies and the company ahould look 
eleswhere for any needed increase in 
revenues. 

With a city election coming this 
fall it may be of interest to Newton 
citizen:: to brush up on their knowl- 
edge of how the city is governed. W’e 
begin this wek a series of articles 
on that subject which will cover all 
departments of the city before they 
are finished. 

That $1,250,000 paid to see two 
husky men fight each other for five 
minutes would have gone a long way 
towards relieving the suffering caused 
by the Japanese earthquake. 


HOW NEWTON IS GOVERNED 
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a committee on Legislation composed 
of the President, and one member 
from each wnrd to act with the Mayor 
and City Solicitor on legislative mat- 
ters, and there are minor committees 
on Schools. Kenrlck Fund and Mayor’s 
Addre ss. 

Meetings of the nldermen are held 
twice each month except during July 
nnd August, and the more important 
committees usunlly meet before ench 
board meeting. 

A brief description of the work of 
the different committees may be of 
interest in this connection. 

The committee on Franchises and 
Licenses probably handles the great- 
est variety of business of any commit- 
tee of the board. Its jurisdiction in- 
cludes the consideration of petty li- 
censes of all kinds, garage permits, 
and street railway locations. While 
this committee in the past had most 
important duties to perform in the 
matter of street railway track loca- 
tions. there is but little work in that 
direction at present, and its principal 
business in the "Franchise” line is 
the consideration of the location and 
relocation of poles, the location of un- 
derground conduits, nnd the attach- 
ment of wires to poles of the telephone 
and electric light companies. 

The license work of the committee 
embraces almost every conceivable 
form of permits most of which are re- 
quired by statute. Permits to erect 
garages and gasoline filling stations, 
are just now the most important in the 
public mind. There are also applica- 
tions for auctioneer licenses, to keep 
bowling alleys, tod keep intelligence 
offices, to serve food on Sunday as 
common victuallers, to operate power 
boats for hire, to operate motor or 
animal driven vehicles for hire, to 
locate steam engines, etc. The bulk 
of the work on licenses comes in Ap- 
ril, as most licenses expire by statute 
on April 30th. As there are always 
hundreds of petitions, and as the com- 
mittee usually grants hearings on the 
most important matters, the meetings 
at this time are always long and ar- 
duous, some of them lasting until the 
wee small hours. 

While each city government has the 
right to act as it wishes on these mat- 
ters, it has become the policy of the 
city to grant but twenty junk licenses, 
to refuse licenses for pool rooms 
where any considerable remonstrance 
is made, to impose careful restrictions 
on power boat licenses, and to re- 
strict as much as possible the num- 
ber of Common Victualler licenses. 

The committee on Public Buildings 
gives careful consideration to appro- 
priations for the so called special re- 
pairs to our public buildings, usual- 
ly relating to such matters as changes 
and improvements in heating and 
ventilating, painting and repairs in- 
volving any large expense, the smaller 
repairs being handled by the Public 
Buildings Commissioner under the 
appropriation for maintenance of 
Public Property. In this connection, 
this committee, as well as the other 
committees, travels close to the line 
which the city charter stipulates shall 
divide the executive and legislative 
branches. Neither the committee nor 
the board of aldermen can dictate to 
the executive departments as to how 
the money appropriated for city busi- 
ness, shall be expended but the board. 
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usunlly acting through its committees, 
has the undoubted right to refuse to 
make the appropriation unless sat- 
Isfle d as to the merits of the proposi- 
tion. The erection of new school 
houses, or other matters inolving a 
considerable appropriation, is usually 
hnndled by the nldermen authorizing 
.i small appropriation for plans and 
for obtaining bids under such plans, 
nnd when these bids are obtained, the 
whole matter Is agnla considered by 
the board nnd its committee, before 
the principal appropriation is author- 
ized. 

The committee on Public Works hns 
much important work to consider 
throughout the entire year. Tn the 
spring It usually gives a large amount 
of time nnd attention to the annual 
appropriations for the routine work 
of the Street Department, with which 
it hns the most to do. Petitions for 
the laying out of streets, either under 
general law or under the law author- 
izing the assessment of betterments, 
for the laying of concrete side- 
walks under the betterment law, 
for street sprinkling, for the 
laying of water mains. or any 
work done by the Water Department, 
and for the construction of sewers 
are acted upon by this committee. The 
aldermen have power to lay sewers 
in public streets without notice to the 
abuttors. although every sewer now 
constructed entails an assessment on 
abutting property of 30 cents a front 
root and two (2) cents per square foot 
of area for a distance of 125 feet front 
the street line. Where sewers are to 
be laid in streets which are not yet 
accepted as public streets, a hearing 
has to be given and every abuttor noti- 
fied. before the board can. legally take 
action. 

While paved sidewalks can be laid 
on direct petition of the abuttor to the 
Street Department, the board must 
take action if any of the abuttors re- 
fuse to sign the usual agreement to 
pay one half the cost, amounting to 
about 21 cents a running foot of front- 
age. In such cases the abuttors are 
given a hearing before the board takes 
final action. In the case of sewers 
as well as sidewalks, the board sub- 
sequently orders the betterments as- 
sessed against the properties bene- 
fited and such assessments become a 
part of the lien for taxes on the prop- 
erty affected. 

Street sprinkling is a misnomer and 
a relic of previous years, when the 
watering cart was a prominent fea- 
ture on our streets. Beginning with 
the time when the residents of certain 
streets clubbed together and hired a 
private contractor to water their 
street, the subject of street sprinkling, 
has. like Top'sy, just “growed” without 
much consideration, and certainly with 
out systematic adjustment. The pri- 
vate contractor was later succeeded* 
by the city, which watered the Street 
and assessed the cost on each abuttor, 
the assessments being paid with more 
oi less grumbling, depending on 
whether or not, the man on the cart 
knew his business. More recently the 
suhstitutio nof oil and tarvia, as a pre- 
ventative for dust, created entirely 
new condtions, and the Legislature 
authorized a continuation of the 
assessment plan for sprinkling streets 
with oil as well as water. It is now 
known that the use of oil and tarvia 
Is a preservative of the stret surface as 
well as a dust layer, and it is an open 
question whether it is fair to charge 
the abuttors on about ninety miles of 
street which are now "sprinkled” the 
assessment of four cents a front foot 
while the abuttors on other streets, 
repaired in a similar fashion from the 
Street Maintenance fund, are not so 
assessed. 

For many years it was the policy 
of the city to require land owners de- 
veloping new properties to build new' 
streets according to certain specifica- 
tions. before they would be accepted 
as public streets. This entailed no cost 
on the city and worked fairly well. 
In some cases where private streets 
had been partially built upon, it was 
found impossible for all the abuttors 
to agree, and the city was asked to do 
the work under the betterment act and 
to assess the cost on the abuttors. 
This required an appropriation for the 
work to be made by the city govern- 
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is a clumsy method of conducting city 
business. 

The Finance committee usually con- 
siders the budget by giving a hearing 
to each department head on the ap- 
propriations for his department. These 
hearings usually take considerable 
time and the committee holds many 
midnight sessions. The school appro- 
priation of nearly a million dollars 
for some years has always been the 
subject of the most debate. The next 
important item in the budget is that 
for the Street Department, and it is 
here that the greatest cut is usually 
made and it is for this reason that our 
streets have gradually deteriorated. 

The question of salaries is also one 
of the problems of this committee and 
it often spends more time on a $100 in- 
crease of salary of a stenographer 
than is required on other terms in- 
volving thousands of dollars. 

The commitee also approves any 
recommendation from the other com- 
mittees requiring the expenditure of 
money, recommends when it is neces- 
sary to issue bonds for sewers or 
other public improvements, nnd in 
general has jurisdiction over the finan- 
cial business of the city. 

The committee on Claims and Rules 
considers every claim made against 
the city, most of them being for ac- 
cidents caused by defects in the 
streets or sidewalks, and if liability 
on the part of the city is veident, en- 
deavors to effect a settlement. If no 
liability can be proven, the legal lights 
of the board assert, that it is impos- 
sible to settle even what may he con- 
sidered a moral claim. The claims for 
workmen’s compensation are an im- 
portant item in the cost of the city. 
The minor claims of this nature are 
settled directly by the city solicitor, 
but those involving any considerable 
expenditure come before the committee 
and the board for action. This com- 
mittee also considers and prepares 
the ordinances and regulations of the 
city. 

The committee on Schools is prac- 
tically a sub-committee of the Finance 
committee and does preliminary work 
on the school budget. 

The committee on Kenrick Fund ar- 
ranges for the distribution of the in- 
come of a fund of some $4,000 a be- 
quest made nearly 100 years ago by 
John Kenrick, and the income of which 
is distributed among the “needy in- 
dustrious poor” of the city. 

The committee on Mayor’s Address 
generally looks over the recommenda- 
tions made at the beginuing of the 
year by tin- mayor and refers them to 
the proper committees for further 
consideration. 

The high standard of city govern- 
ment which has been the proud boast 
of Newton for many years, is largely 
due to the faithful attention given to 
the committee work by members of our 
board of aldermen, and our citizens 
should realize the valuable service 
which is being given them, day by day 
and week by week by these gentlemen, 
who througli a sense of public duty, 
a/e devoting their time and their 
energy to the public weal.

During the 
past few years, the city has acted more 
frequently under the betterment act 
and has gradually worked out a policy

75% of the abuttors to release all 
claims for damages and to agree to ac- 
cept the assessments to he levied for 
the work, when completed. This 
policy reduces to a minimum the pos- 
sibility of loss on account of protest 
against assessments and is apparently 
working for the best interests of all 
concerned. 

Water mains are laid as a routine 
matter on petition of the land owner 
who must guarantee to pay for five 
years, an amount equal to 5% on the 
cost of laying that particular main. 
During this period any water rates 
paid by other persons on this main is 
credited to the guarantee. 

The Finance Committee has the 
important work of co-ordinating all 
the expenses of the city to the ability 
of the tax payers, as well as attempt- 
ing to keep down the tax rate to 
amount which will make this city an 
attractive place of residence for weal 
thy and otherwise desirable class of 
citizens. 

The most important business ot’ this 
committee comes in the spring, when 
the annual budget amounting to about 
thre millions of doilurs is under con- 
sideration. The Municipal Finance 
law of 1913 made a radical change in 
the procedure of making this budget, 
and considerably curtailed the jurLy 
diction of the hoard of aldermen. The 
mayor now submits a budget within 
sixty duys of his inauguration und the 
figures so submitted cannot be in- 
creased, new items cannot he added 
and the only function of the board 
is to reduce the umounts, or to refuse 
to puss them entirely. Where har- 
mony exists between the uldehiuen 
and the mayor, this method will suf- 
fice, but where there is friction, the 
possibilities for trouble are numer- 
ous. It is true that the board can 
request the muyor to submit a certain 
item for consideration, and in the

larger area than all the great national 
park's combined. 

With such a background of facts and 
figures at their fingers’ end, some two 
hundred editors and their ladies 
gathered at Buffalo early in July, for 
a tour of the great Empire state. 

Headquarters were established at 
the New Statler Hotel in Buffalo, cer- 
tainly the last word in hotel architec- 
ture and management, and made home 
of us elated at the thought that Boston 
was to have a similar hotel in the near 
future. 

I made a serious mistake in attempt- 
ing to make the trip from Boston to 
Buffalo in the daytime, to avoid a 
night on the sleeper. In order to carry 
out my plan, I was forced to leave 
Boston at 11 o’clock in the forenoon, 
arriving at Buffalo at the weird hour 
of 1 in the morning and it was such 
a tiresome ride that I failed to catch 
up with my r ot for over a week. This 
may account for my failure to en- 
thuse very much over the sights and 
incident's of the first portion of the 
trip. 

We spent the first morning and 
luncheon at the Rpycroft Shops in 
East Aurora, which were established 
by the late Elbert Hubbard of Philis- 
tine fame. 

The business consists, in a general 
way. of high-cla'ss printing, equally 
high-class binding, and of the pro- 
duction of articles for ornament and 
use out of sheet copper and other 
metals. A great deal of the output is 
of hand work intended primarily to 
show* forth the beauty of the designer’s 
work and skill of the handicraft of 
the worker who worked out the de- 
sign. Most of the artists and workers 
are village lads and lasses, men and- 
w'omen. who acquired their skill in the 
institution, and who, lacking such an 
outlet, would have been compelled to 
seek less artistic and perhaps less re- 
munerative employment elsewhere. 

The institution covers perhaps four 
or six village blocks, and most of the 
buildings are of artistic design. 

Mr. Hubbard filled his various 
rooms with many mottoes. One he did 
not hang up but which would have 
told the truth might have read like 
this: “Make it better and different 

and charge two price's.” 

Over the entrance to the Rovcroft 
in. off which opens the dining room 
in which we lunched, are three sen- 
tences: “Self Respect.” "Self Reli- 

ance.” "Self Control.” Inside is this 
one-word motto: "Equanimity.’’ 

Here are some of the dining room 
mottoes: “Fletcherize." "Gossip'S lie 
like epitaphs.” “Your eyes and ears 
inform you. not your tongue.” “If you 
have a good time at the Roycroft shop 
it will be because you brought a good 
time w’ith you.” Here are two mottoes 
that I copied from room's in mechani- 
cal buildings: “A cat has nine lives. 
You have but one. Take care of it.” 
“Another patient for the hospital. He 
was careless.” The l'ast one was illu- 
trated by a picture, showing men car- 
rying a boy on a stretcher. 

Returning to Buffalo in the after- 
non we had time enough to take a 
drive about the city and make its ac- 
quaintance, so to speak. 

Buffalo has a population of a hall' 
million and is growing rapidly. Manu- 
facturing is on the increase and the 
city, because of its strategic location 
in relation to power (being near Niag- 
ara) and raw’ materials, is making 
rapid strides in an industrial w'ay. 
Being at the lakeside it has the ad- 
vantage of low freight rates. This is 
a great grain port and receipts aver- 
age 160,000 bushels daily. Buffalo is 
really a world port, having water con- 
nections through the lakes and rivers 
to all ports. Recently the chamber of 
commerce has been baking a deter- 
mined effort to induce new industries 
to locate there and has secured a total 
of 475 new industries. There are now 
over 3000 industrial concerns in the 
city. 

Buffalo has many beautiful residence 
streets and several fine parks covering 
thousands of acres. Delaware street 
seems to be the home of the wealthiest 
residents and there are some palatial 
mansions along that thoroughfare. In 
the course of our ride we reached the 
old grounds of the Pan-American Ex- 
position. Part of this land is being 
used as a park and part of it has been 
built up as a residence district. The 
site of the Temple of Music in which 
President McKinley was fatally shot 
is occupied by a street with newly 
built residences on each side. In the 
centre of the street a small boulder 
with a suitable inscriution marks the 
exact place where the president stood 
while greeting the throng thut was 
filing by to clasp his hand. Lest we 
forget to mention it later, we digress 
in order to mention that a fine monu 
meat has been erected to the memory 
of the martyred president down in 
the city at Niagara Square. 

On the return trip we were shown 
the Milburn residence where McKin- 
ley died and where Vice-President 
Roosevelt took the oath of office fol 
lowing the death of his chief. 

That evening we were the guests of 
the Buffalo newspaper publishers at 
an elaborate banquet served in the 
state banquet room of the Stutter 
hotel.

A business man and Citizen of the 
best type and of the first rank has 
been lost in the death of James Rich- 
ard Carter, of Newton, but in a larger 
sense of Boston; a man whose name 
was not only synonymous with the 
paper industry, hut was associated with 
many plans and achievements in con- 
nection with the development and 
prosperity of our city. A native of 
Boston, and the child, so to speak, of 
the Old Corner Bookstore in the da>V 
of its close association not only with 
our literature hut with the various 
arts allied with books and newspapers, 
it was natural that Mr. Carter should 
have taken, as a business proposition, 
to the making of paper and the traffic 
in it. as well as to the manufacture of 
ink. He was closely and constructively 
associated with activitiees which made 
the growth of newspapers and of news- 
paper influence in New England pos- 
sible. and for this reason alone his 
life and work would have been worthy 
of honor. But his activities were by 
no means limited to that field. Though 
he sought no public office, he was 
prominent in many mercantile and 
social organizations — in the Chamber 
of Commerce and on various munici- 
pal committees. He will long he re- 
membered for his work and interest 
in connection with the development of 
the port of Boston. 

Mr. Carter was of that type of Bos- 
ton merchants and manufacturers of 
whom it has been truly said that the 
more they gained in wealth the more 
their follow citizens gained in welfare. 
His loss will be greatly and generally 
deplored.

Over three hundred pupils have reg- 
istered at the school this year and It 
is expected that there will he more 
than three hundred and fifty when the 
total enrollment fs realized. This Is 
the largest opening number in the 
school’s history.

The milk lunches were given this 
week and sixtv-eight per cent of the 
children benefited by the offered op- 
portunity. This per cent will no doubt 
increase in the coming weeks. Milk 
will this year he offered to under- 
weight children during the afternoon 
as well as the morning. 

For the present Mr. Crowell will be 
at the Angler School on Monday and 
Friday mornings and Wednesday after- 
noons. Appointments should he made 
on these days whenever possible. In 
unusual cases, special arrangement 
will gladly he made. During other ses- 
sions. Miss Genevieve Doran, the prin- 
cipal’s assistant, will he Mr. Crowell’s 
renresentative and serve in his stead. 

The school football team will he 
composed of physical lightweights this 
year, but with Captain Dick Robbins 
and Coach Dan Houghton in charge, 
this feature may he outbalanced 
School spirit Is solidly hack of the 
boys.

DEATH OF MIL HOLMES 


Mr. Welles Everett Holmes, well 
known in the field of electrical 
engineering, and treasurer and gen- 
eral manager of the Cambridge Elec- 
tric Light Company, died Monday 
morning at his home. 15 Eliot Memo- 
rial road, Newton. Mr. Holmco was 
born at Newton April 14, 1864, and 
was the son of Samuel Welles Holmes 
and Lydia Harrington (Hobbs) Hol- 
mes. He was educated in the Newton 
schools, and studied electrical engi- 
neering. He was later manage!* of 
the Newton Electrical Light & Power 
Company, the electrical division of the 
Newton & Watertown Gas Light Com- 
pany, and the Newton branch of the 
Edison Electrical Illuminating Com- 
pany of Boston before taking his 
position with the Cambridge Com- 
pany. 

He was one of the original members 
of the Massachusetts Naval Reserve 
and served during the Spanish War 
in the United States Navy. He was a 
member of Grace Church, Newton, and 
had served as its treasurer and as a 
member of its vestry. Mr. Holmes 
was a member also of the Episcopalian 
Club, the Engineer's Club, the Cam- 
bridge Rotary Club, of which he was 
treasurer, the Spanish War Veterans, 
and the Tuesday Club of Newton. Mr. 
Holmes married Emily Cutler, daugh- 
ter of the late Edward Hutchins Cut- 
ler and Alice Wadsworth (Alden) 
Cutler. October 9. 1899. He is survived 
by his widow and by three children. 
Alice Cutler Holmes. Welles Everett 
Holmes. Jr., and Frances Gramont 
Holmes, all of Newton. 

Funeral services were held on Wed- 
nesday afternoon at Grace Church, the 
rector. Rev. Dr. Laurens MacLure 
officiating. The Grace Church choir 
sang for the processional “Lead Kindly 
Light.” during the service “One Sweet- 
ly Solemn Thought” and for the re- 
cesional.

THE AGE OF GAS FOR HEATING 


The real need to conserve individ- 
ually and nationally our fuel re- 
sources has been so deeply impressed 
upon householders and manufacturers 
that great interest should attach to 
the house heating exhibit, which the 
Boston Consolidated Gas Co. is mak- 
ing in the old Lloyd Store at 165 
Tremont Street, Boston. 

At the present time gas for house 
heating to the point where it is most 
economically used as an auxiliary 
system, has passed beyond the ex- 
perimental state. 

The price of coal this winter and 
lust made It too expensive to use the 
central heating plant when all that 
was required were a few higher de- 
grees of heat in the house than the 
temperature outdoors. 

It is not practical from an economy 
standpoint to keep a coal furnace at 
full blast on very cold days when 
extra heat can be added in a more 
economical manner.

NEW EXPRESS TRAIN 

Newton residents living on the south 
side of the city, in those villages served 
by the Highland Branch of the Boston 
and Albnny Railroad, will he pleased to 
lenrn that the “Commuter’s Commit- 
tee” of the Newton Chamber of Com- 
merce has been successful In securing 
additional train service to Boston In 
the morning hours, according to a 
notice received at the Chamber office 
early this week from the Passenger 
Department of the B. & A. 

This change will become effective 
with the advent of the new fail nnd 
winter timetable, . on October 1, the 
schedule of the new train providing for 
its arrival at the South Station ter- 
minal on week-day mornings between 
the trains now arriving at 7.55 and 
8.20 A. M. While the new train will 
he of the accommodation type, its 
addition to the schedule will enable 
the railroad management to grant the 
request of the Chamber committee for 
additional Inward hound express ser- 
vice, through enabling the train im- 
mediately fbllowing, now making all 
the stops, to run express from Chest- 
nut Hill to Boston. This will elimin- 
ate five stops between Newton Cen- 
tre and Boston and reduce the run- 
ning time by six minutes. 

Following the train now leaving 
Woodland at 7.18 A. M. and arriving 
at Boston at 7.55, the new train will 
leave Woodland at about 7.34, making 
all stops about six minutes ahead of 
the present running time of the train 
now leaving there at 7.40, and will 
arrive at Boston at 8.14 o’clock. 

The next train following, which Is to 
be converted from an accommodation 
train into an express beyond the 
Chestnut Hill station, will because of 
this fact be regarded as the new train 
by the many commuters who are ex- 
pected to choose it in preference to 
the slower trains. This train, now 
leaving Woodland at 7.40 A. M.. will 
leave Woodland at 7.50 A. M., Waban 
at 7.54, Eliot at 7.57, Newton High- 
lands at 8 o’clock, Newton Centre at 
8.04, and Chestnut Hill at 8.08, arriv- 
ing at Boston at 8.24. Although this 
train will enable all Newton patrons 
to set their alarm clocks ten minutes 
later each morning, their arrival In 
Boston will be but four minutes later 
than at present. The addition of an 
extra train will also serve to relieve 
tfhe congestion during the morning 
rush hour, as well as providing a 
greater choice of trains and leaving 
time for the Branch patrons. 

The request for this additional train 
was made last April in connection with 
an extended conference at that time 
between the "Commuter’s Committee” 
und General Passenger Agent Walter 

A. Barrows. Requests for changes in 
the evening train service on the High- 
land Branch, becoming effective as a 
part of the present summer timetable, 
were granted at that time but, be- 
cause of the lighter patronage during 
the summer months the desired ad- 
ditional morning express service could 
not be provided. Previous to the mak- 
ing up of the new timetable for the 
fall and winter months, the matter was 
again brought to the attention of the 
railroad management, which has court- 
eously considered all requests for im- 
proved service and granted those 
which seemed justified by the passen- 
ger department’s records of patronage. 

The Chamber of Commerce “Com- 
muter’s Committee,” which has been 
entrusted with the task of securing all 
possible improvements in transporta- 
tion service between the several New- 
tons and Boston, includes James W.

THE SAQUENAY RIVER TRIP 

The Annual Autumn Excursion of 
the Appalachian Mountain Club took 
the form tills year of a trip up the 
Saguenay River. 

Starting from Boston on Friday, 
September 7th, the party numbering 
234, reached Montreal early Saturday 
morning. Here they took the train 
for Cornwall, forty miles webt of Mon- 
treal. and at this point, the regulur 
steamer coming down the' river to 
Montreal. 

On the way down the boat passed 
through several rapids, the most 
famous being the Laclilne Rapids near 
Montreal. The St. Lawrence at this 
point is a seething mass of foam, a 
vertable whirlpool, and very careful 
navigation is neceskary. 

Saturday night, the party went 
aboard the "Cape Eternity. ’’ chartered 
for the trip, and the real cruise began. 

Although Saturday was rainy, the 
sun came-out on Sunday morning Just 
o‘s the boat was passmg the heights of 
Quebec, those heights which for cen- 
turies have been the center of con- 
flict between two great nations. 

The cove where General Wolfe 
Innded and from which he scaled the 
heights of Abraham, and also the 
battlefield where both the English and 
the French generals lost their lives, 
was clearly visible from the river. 

As the ship rounded Cape Diamond, 
and made its way past the beautiful 
Isle of Orleans, the Falls of Mont- 
morency higher than Niagara could 
be seen at the left glistening in the 
sunlight. 

The first stop was at Murray Bay, a 
famous summer resort where Chief 
Justice Taft has a summer home. Mr. 
Taft was at home and graciouly wel- 
comed the members or the Appalachian 
party, offering them the hospitality of 
his grounds from which beautiful 
views of mountain and river could he 
seen. 

The shore of the St. Lawrence from 
Quebec to Tadousac, at the mouth of 
the Saguenay River is precipitious, 
with here and there a waterfall, like 
a white ribbon outlined against the 
green of the foliage. 

Tadousac is one of the oldest settle- 
ment's In Canada. Here is still stand- 
ing the old Indian Church dating to 
the early part of the 17th century. 

Between Tadousac and Eternity Bay, 
the party stopped at L’Anse St. Jean, 
a picturesque French village, with 
lovely meadows, and distant mountain 
view’s. 

The ship spent Monday night in 
Eternity Bay, world famous for its 
two gigantic guardians, Capes Eternity 
and Trinity, the latter so named from 
its three peaks, on the lowest of which 
'stands a statue of the Virgin Mary, a 
mute testimony of the faith of one of 
her believers. . 

Some of the party climbed Cape 
Trinity with the aid of a native guide, 
others were satisfied with shorter 
walks on shore and still others re- 
mained on deck. 

,No one who has ever seen them, 
will ever forget the beauty of these 
two peaks, beautifully wooded, out- 
lined against a clear sky or touched 
with the golden light of the setting 
sun, the dark, onimous color of the 
water below — over a mile and a half 
deep at this point — and the Intense 
stillness over all. 

At Chicoutimi, the head of naviga- 
tion and a trading post of the Hudson 
Bay Company in the 17th century, the 
party took a train for a near-by paper 
mill, where the entire morning was 
spent watching the process of paper 
making from the handling of the logs 
to the final product. 

A trip to St. Anne across the river 
also proved worth while. 

On the return trip, the party stop- 
ped at St. Basile, a tiny village of 
three houses with its school house 
and picturesque chapel. Here the 
party received a royal welcome, being 
allowed to enter the homes of the 
family of the French guide who is 
virtually king of the region. 

Friday was spent at Quebec, that 
famous old city, with its matchless 
situation, its old walls, Its French 
population, a hit of the Old World 
which Time has not yet spoiled. 

Side trips were made from Quebec 
to the Catholic shrine of St. Anne of 
Beaupre, place of miracles, and Mont- 
morency Falls. 

Saturday, the sail was resumed up 
the river to Montreal, reaching the 
latter about noon. This part of the 
river is flat and reminds one of Hol- 
land. 

The last night was spent at the 
Mount Royal Hotel, Montreal, the 
party leaving Sunday morning and 
arriving in Boston Sunday night, thus 
concluding one of the most delightful 
trips in the history of the club.

LETTER FROM THE ISLE OF SKYE 

26th AUGUST 1923. 

* It pours and pours here every day, 
with 10 minute intervals of the most 
marvelous sunshine, when the views 
of hill and sea are beyond words! 

, We remembered Dr. Johnson’s ac- 
count of his visit to Skye, in that 
particular volume of his life which 
we read after our last visit to Skye 
some years ago. The whole volume is 
« awfully diverting and the discomfort 
in which everyone lived then is most 
marked. They have preserved under 
glass at Dunvegan Dr. Johnson’s letter 
written to the MacLeod after hifc visit. 

. I was told a lovely story a propos of 
the "Misty Isle of Skye" which relates 
how an inhabitant said to a stranger 
that there had been three fine days 
in the last year, but two of them were 
"snapped up by the Sabbath!" I have 
so much to describe! Our arrival was 
fraught with adventure as when we 
got to the ferry at Kyle of Lochalst it 
was too rough for the car to cross so 
f N. and I rushed and just got the Por- 
tree boat which was at that moment 
tied to the wharf ready to sail. We 
left our chauffeur looking a bit serious 
on the wharf, with orders to come on 
as soon as the ferry-man would take 
him. The ferry is a kind of row-boat 
with a few planks laid across, so you 
want a fnirly calm sea! We had a 
three hour sail in a wild sea, in the 
old "Curlew” which as N. said is the 
‘ oldest paddle-wheel boat afloat, as she 
was old when he was a boy! We got 
to Portree at 9 P. M. to find the 
relatives calm and cheerful and not at 
all surprised. Such is the state of 
mind engendered by a life in the 
Hebrides. Our chauffeur got in about 
eleven that night — having very cleverly 
found his way over about a dozen 
mountains in the dark. 
f The next day N. and I fished allHay 
from a boat on a big loch up in the 
mountains. We caught nine trout, but 
I nearly froze to death — that night 
was the first ball. I enclose a pro- 

* gramme. It will amuse you to notice 
the six MacDonald's and the four Mc- 
Leods — all different families! The 
dances are so varied and amusing — 

„ “Strip the Willow" is a glorified Vir- 
ginia Reel, with all the dull parts left 
out. The "Highland Schotti'sh” is a 
kind of prance with a lot of whirls in 
the middle — such fun — I loved it, and 
the reels are the best thing on earth. 
I was rather appalled with the rows 
of Highland matrons lining the walls 
with eagle eyes, but Flora MacDonald 
(with whom we are staying) asked 
me where I had learned, "Because” 

. she said “You dance a perfect reel, my 
dear, quite correct and so full of real 
enjoyment.” The men were all awfully 
poor dancer's, poor things, of the fox- 
trot and onestep, but it didn’t matter 
' as there were so many reels. We 
danced till 4 o’clock and were up and 
at the Games at eleven to hear the 
piping contest the next morning. The 
ground where they have their games 
is wonderful. You stand on a rocky 
point in the hollow of which is a green 

* grass plateau surrounded with Scotch 
firs — beyond on three sides is the sea, 
and the hill's rising to great height be- 
yond that. You sit on the rocks and 

* on seats around the green place, and 
the. pipers march round aqd round 
with tree's and sky for back-ground 
and the dancers dance on a platform 
with the sky and the hills to show 

. them off. N. and the other Judges 
looked very picturesque and a part of 
the scenery in their kilts and bonnets, 
walking about on the ground. There 
were about a thousand McLeods and 
three thousand Macdonalds! with a 
i Iiberul sprinkling of Macleans. Mac- 
fa rlane's, Ramsays and Mackintoshes. 
Everyone had a little Cairn dog sit- 
ting on a piece of rock and watching 
k with cocked ears. It was the only 
absolutely aesthetically perfect fccene 
I haev ever witnesed, I think. Inver- 
ness has Just an ordinary place like 
any base-ball field, where their Games 
are held. I like to think that the 
4 origin of these games is back in the 
dim ages, when they hud to invent 


their sports from the means at hand — 
so they picked up big rocks from their 
hill sides and saw who could throw 
them farthest— this is now called 
"throwing the shot” and is a ball of 
lead on the end of a suck. Then they 
tore up a pine tree by the roots and 
dared each other to throw It over, and 
now they call it "tossing the caber”— 
and it is still a real pine tree. That 
night was the second ball. There were 
only about a hundred people at the 
balls — a lovely floor and a band from 
Inverness and two local pipers to pipe 
the reels. Everyone is called by the 
name of his house — N. would be "The 
Thorne.” There is Grishnish, Scoabust, 
Toat, Waternish, Jock Redcliff and 
Jock Viewfield and a lot of others. We 
danced till 5. Since the boat sails at 
6 o’clock it’s not worth while for band 
or departing revellers to go anywhere 
except straight on board so they al- 
most play till the whist blows. On 
this occasion the boat broke down 
about an hour from Portree and had 
to put back again! and after .7 hours 
at the wharf when no one dared go 
ashore as no one knew when she’d be 
off again, she finally departed and got 
to Kyle to find the train gone, and 
carried on to Mallaig and got people 
as far as Fort William, when they 
wanted to go to London, Edinburgh 
and Manchester! Can you picture 
those kcenes? 

The morning after that ball, we were 
out fishing by 11 o’clock. The river 
was in spate and we hdped for a fish 
— but at 5 had caught nothing. When- 
ever I stopped fishing and sat down 
to watch N. I fell asleep? That night 
there was a splendid village concert. 
Gaelic songs, dance's and pipes. When 
I think of the horrors we are subjected 
to in our English village's, it is 
wonderful how delightful and interest- 
ing this was. It was also amusing to 
watch the various house parties fall- 
ing asleep under the hypnotic influence 
of Highland music! Yesterday we shot 
over H’s moor — it was a most strenuous 
day and strong as N. & I are, we were 
nearly done. It is all mountains — 
about 1200 to 1400 feet high-up and 
down and along these you slide, crawl 
or scramble as the case may be. Un- 
luckily there were no grouse — we only 
got 3% brace — I got one and N. none. 
The going is fearfully rough — full of 
bogs and hole's and ponds and water- 
falls — we did 10 miles of this: it 
seems incredible, but they assure me* 
it is so. I got a bit bored with my gun 
and cartridges and was conscious of 
the curious way that arms and legs 
are attached to one’s body! N. formed 
a pleasing distraction by sitting down 
plump in a bog and getting simply 
soaked — the rain then descended in 
sheets, a solid wall of water, and we 
were about 1400 feet up, in a gale of 
wind. I made him retire Into a kind 
of cave in the hill-side, and there he 
took my muffler, which was dry, and 
put it around his waist and hips under 
all his clothes, to keep the wet from 
touching him. It wa's a fairly comic 
sight and I really did laugh dread- 
fully. We reached a road at last, and 
after walking along it for about a 
mile, saw our car speeding towards 
us. I have never seen more drowned 
people in my life, but we are none the 
worse of it. I thought I knew what 
a rough moor was, from that one we 
had near Fort William, called Glenfin 
tig, but this was far worse. We are 
splendid today though and have been 
out to a very nice lunch at Mrs. Mac 
donald's of Toat.

Horse Should Draw Three Times His 
Own Weight, Judgment of 
Humane Association. 

A man appeared before the magis- 
trate at the Tower Bridge Police court 
charged with cruelty to u horse by 
making it druw too heavy a load, and 
u discussion arose ns to what was the 
proper load for a horse. 

The Royal Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals have en- 
deavored to establish a rule that a 
horse shbuld not be required to draw 
more than three times its own weight, 
but to the person who knows anything 
of draft horses such a load- seems ex- 
cessive. It means that a horse weigh- 
ing 1,000 pounds can he made to pull 
nearly u ton and a half. 

Wlille tills would not be nt all an 
excessive load on a well-paved, level 
road, It would be u fearful tusk for 
any horse to he usked to pull such a 
weight on a rough, hilly country roud, 
says London Tit-Bits. 

The best authorities give it as their 
opinion that a common farm horse is 
only equal to a load of 1,500 weight, 
while a powerful dray or cart horse 
can pull a ton. 

For its weight, the horse Is an ex- 
cellent puller, and can beat almost any 
other animut except a mule. The ele- 
phant, for instance, finds a load of 
11% tone about all that it can manage, 
although that may not be more than 
a half of its body weight.

CHANGE NAME TO ARKANSAW 


Committee Decided on Indian Name as 

Official for 8tate Formerly Called 
Arkansas. 

The Arkunsnws were a tribe of In- 
dians who roamed the region which 
now beurs tlielr name. When the 
French missionaries of the time of 
Marquette came along, they attempted 
to reproduce phonetically In French 
the Indian sounds. So they selected 
"Arkunsns” as the best concoction, 
for the French ending "as” Is pro- 
nounced ns n nasal "ugh." As for 
Kansns, Cortez pronounced it Kan- 
saw. In a military report sent at the 
time, the nume was spelled Konsa, 
for that was the nearest the English 
could come to reproducing, phoneti- 
cally, the French sounds. 

In the early days of Arkansas the 
pronunciation of the name of the state 
wns a variable thing. From 1844 to 
1848 Arkansas wns represented in the 
senate by Chester Ashley, who was a 
New Englander, and Ambrose Simms, 
who hailed from Tennessee. Mr. Ash- 
ley didn't depart from "Arknnsas," and 
Mr. Simms stuck to "Arkansaw." The 
vice president at the time was George 
M. Dallas of Pennsylvania, who, it 
must be admitted, showed much tact; 
for when he spoke of the state to Ash- 
ley he said "Arkansns,” and when he 
mentioned It to Simms he said "Arknn- 
saw.” Finally a committee was ap- 
pointed to settle the matter definitely 
and Arkansaw won.

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HOW NEWTON IS GOVERNED 

Some Interesting Facts About the Various De- 
partments of the City by J. C. Brimblecom 


CITY CLERK’S DEPARTMENT 


The office of clerk or "clerke” as it 
is spelled in the more nncient records 
is one of the most Important in the 
city, as it comes in constant contact 
with every citizen from the cradle to 
the grave. 

In many respects it is a Btato rather 
than a city office, for many of its 
duties are arbitrarily fixed by statute 
and must be performed, with or with- 
out approval of the city government. 

Recording the vital statistics of the 
city is one of these Rtate duties and a 
duplicate of the annual records of 
births, marriages and deaths must he 
filed with the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth. The care of the elections 
is also another important state duty, 
which cannot be ignored. 

While the return of births which 
take place in this city is required by 
law from every physician, who is paid 
25 cents for making such return, it 
has been found necessary to check up 
these returns by having a canvas 
made of the entire city once each 
year. The canvasser usually begins 
immediately after the New Year, and 
with the growing cosmopolitan char- 
acter of the city, an interpreter is 
often necessary to obtain all the re- 
quired facts from the numerous fami- 
lies of Poles, French and Italians. 790 
births were recorded last year, 414 
males and 376 females. 

Persons in this state who wish to 
marry must obtain a certificate at the 
cost of one dollar, from the city or 
town clerk where each resides. The 
• application for this certificate must 
be made five days before it can be 
issued, unless special permission for 
immediate use is given by the Judge 
of the local police court. 561 mar- 
riage intentions were filed last year. 
After the marriage has taken place 
the person performing the same must 
return the certificate to the city clerk 
properly endorsed as to the time and 
place of the marriage, and it becomes 
a part of the permanent records of 
the office. 599 marriages were so re- 
corded in 1922. 

Returns of death are first filed with 
. the board of health, and once a month 
are deposited with the city clerk for 
potmanent record. 

The city clerk is also clerk of the 
beard of aldermen and has charge of 
all the clerical work in connection 
therewith. This involves the filing, 
indexing and the proper care of all 
the papers acted upon by the boartjl, 
making a record of the same, and 
, causing copies and notices of the ac- 
tion taken by the board to be given 


to persons Interested. As over 52,000 
pnpers are now on file in this con- 
nection, it can lie easily seen that 
considerable labor is necessary in 
this department. And yet the system 
ot indexing is so complete that any 
paper desired, whether filed in 1923 
or in 1874, can be found within a few 
seconds. 

It is also a part of the city clerk’s 
duties to issue the many kinds of 
licenses granted by the aldermen and 
approved by the mayor and to collect 
the required fee for the same. The 
city clerk also issues the annual 
licenses to keep dogs, this being a 
county matter. 1739 dog licenses were 
issued last year and the sum of $4,370 
remitted to the county treasurer. It 
may be of interest to note in this con- 
nection that the dog money from all 
the cities and towns in Middlesex 
County, is used as a fund from which 
damages caused by dogs throughout 
the county, nnd approved by the 
County Commissioners, are paid, and 
the balance is apportioned and re- 
turned to each municipality the fol- 
lowing year. Newton received all of 
its contribution but $508.69 <n 1922, 
and by a further statute, this money 
must be used for either school or 
library purposes. In this city it is 
placed to the credit of the school de- 
partment by Budget arrangement. 

Licenses to hunt and »flsh are also 
issued by the city clerk at a cost of 
$2 each for residents and $15 for un- 
naturalized citizens. Over $500 was 
received from this source in 1922 and 
the amount paid over to the Commis- 
sioners on Fisheries and Game as re- 
quired by law. 

Possibly the most interesting work 
of this interesting office is that con- 
nected with the conduct rt elections. 
This includes the selection of proper 
polling place, the fitting up of the 
same for the work of the precinct 
officers, the preparation of ballots for 
the city election and the care of the 
ballots furnished for the state elec- 
tion. the arrangements for recording 
and forwarding the vote and the can- 
celled ballots, and in connection with 
the registrars of voters, of which 
body the city clerk is also derlf. the 
preparation of the voting lists and the 
registration of new voters. With the 
complicated election laws in this 
state, the elections of one year are 
hardly over, before it is necessary to 
prepare for the next year. The vot« 
ing lists are first gone over in the 
mod careful manner, to eliminate the 
names of persons who have died, 
moved out of the city, or who have

A FAMOUS EDUCATOR 


September 29, marks the 100th an- 
nlverslty of the birth of a remarkable 
educator of youth, far in advance of 
his time, a most highly esteemed citi- 
zen of Newton, who exercised n 
marked influence upon the intellect- 
ual and civic development of the city. 

Nathaniel T. Allen was horn at the 
ancestral home at Medfleld, September 
29, 1823, and died at his summer home 
in Llneken, Maine, August 1, 1903. He 
was the fourth son of Ellis Allen and 
Lucy (Lane) Allen and a direct des- 
cendant of Elder William Brewster. 

The family was always prominent 
in town and state, and leaders in re- 
form, welcoming new ideas, if their 
scope appealed to them. Nathaniel 
Allen put into active practice in the 
English and Classical School, founded 
b> him in WeBt Newton, in 1854, many 
methods then new, 'some of them orig- 
inal. which are today in common use 
in all schools, recognized as based on 
pedagogical principles. 

This famous school, later called the 
Allen School, during the almost 50 
years of its ownership and conducted 
by Mr. Allen and his equally gifted 
brothers. George E.. Joseph A., and 
James T. Allen, had nearly five thou- 
sand pupils, coming from every state 
and territory in the Union, from North 
and South American countries, from 
Europe and even from the Orient, re- 
ceiving some of the first Japanese stu- 
dents who came in 1872. It is believed 
that the first Cuban to enter a school 
In the U. S„ came to Mr. Allen’s 
School, — this was In its first year. 
1854. 

Among the many prominent men 
and women who were educated at this 
school, were: Webster Wells, pro- 
fessor of Mathematics at Mass. Insti- 
tute of Technology: Roland Thaxter. 
Professor of Botany at Harvard; John 
Nuicat Rice, Professor of Mathematics 
at the IT. S. Naval Academy at Ann- 
apolis; Edward Ellis Allen (son of 
James T.) Superintendent of the Per- 
kins Institution for the Blind: Sarah 
Fuller, Principal of the Horace Mann 
School for the deaf; the Denton 
Brothers of Wellesley, specialists in 
Natural history and makers of Natural 
history models; Ledyard Sargent of 
the Sargent School of Gymnastics; 
William S. Whitwell, M. D., famous 
nerve specialist of New York: William 
H Bager. M. I)., of Boston; Judges 
John Davis of the U. S. Court of Claims 
and Robert R. Bishop, of the Superior 
Court of Mass.; Ehen S. Draper, for- 
mer Governor of Mass.; Walter Craft's, 
distinguished mining engineer; Wil 
liam H. Dali, explorer and Curator

THE NEWTON HOSPITAL 


The annual meeting of the Newton 
Hospital was held on Monday evening, 
September 24th, at the Nurse’s Home 
on the Hospital grounds. The meet- 
ing was called to order at 8 P. M., by 
Mr. C. E. Kelsey, Vice-President of 
the Corporation. Miss Allen, Super- 
intendent of the Hospital, gave an ex- 
ceedingly interesting report of the 
year’s work, emphasizing the pro- 
gress that had been made along many 
lines towards increased efficiency and 
making an earnest plea that friends 
oi the Hospital might come forward 
at this time with funds to build ad- 
ditional rooms both for the nurses 
and private patients. 

The Treasurer’s report showed a de- 
ficit from actual hospital business of 
about $17,000, for the year, this beinfi 
entirely taken care of, however, by 
donations. The report further showed 
an increase during the year of over 
$53,000, in the Endowment Funds of 
the Hospital. 

Mr. Kelsey referred to the loss dur- 
ing the year of three of the trutees, 
Mr. W. C. Bray, who has served the 
Hospital for twenty-one year’s sixteen 
years of that time as president. Mr. 
George Royal Puislfer, who had served 
for nineteen years, fourteen years as 
treasurer, and Mrs. James R. Carter, 
who had served faithfully and well as 
trustee l’or twelve years. Suitable 
resolutions were spread upon the 
records for each of these loyal friends 
of the Institution. 

The election of officers for the en- 
suing year was as follows: Mr. C. E. 
Kelsey, President; Mr. A. R. Weed. 
First Vice-President; Mr. F. A. Schir- 
mer, Second Vice-President; Mr. S. M. 
Bolster, Treasurer; Mr. W. F. Chase, 
Clerk. 

The former Board of Trustees was 
re-elected and the new members elec- 
ted were Mr. Herbert M. Cole of West 
Newton and Mr. Chartes B. Gordon of 
Newton Centre.

THRU THE EMPIRE STATE 

From Niagara (o Manhattan with the National

Tuesday morning found us already 
for a trip to Niagara Falls. — an old 
story to some of us, but ever new and 
ever interesting even to the ipost 
blase. 

Our party drove to the falls, in auto- 
mobiles on the Canadian side, cross- 
ing the river on a ferry at Buffalo for 
the purpose. The river averages per- 
haps a half mile wide, and is said to 
he quite deep until it reaches the 
rapids above the falls. The surround- 
ing country is level, the shore lines 
being perhaps twenty l'eet above the 
river. Perhaps ten miles below the 
lake the river is divided Into two chan- 
nels, a considerable island, perhaps 
a mile wide and several miles long, 
lying between the two branches of the 
stream. This island is U. S. property, 
our Uncle Sam seeming to have been 
very successful in grabbing the is- 
lands in both the Niagara and the St. 
Lawrence. 

A splendid boulevard on the Ca- 
nadian side parallels the river all the 
way down to the Falls and beyond. 
Under the law of Canada the com- 
monwealth owns sixty feet from the 
top of the bank on all lakes and 
streams above certain dimensions, 
and the boulevard is constructed on 
this strip of government ground. It 
would be difficult to discover a more 
beautiful drive anywhere. 

The difference between the Ca- 
nadian and the American shores of 
the river Is striking. The Canadian 
side is boulevard bordered by well 
kept farms and occasional villages. 
The American side is industrial all 
the way and anything but beautiful. 
The Canadians, we take it. are more 
restful, greater lovers of the beauti- 
ful, and altogether opposed to having 
this wonder locality mussed up by 
smoky, greasy, dirty factories. The 
practical American way seems to get 
the people, though. They seem to be 
more interested in employment and 
plenty than they are in unemployment 
and beauty. After the rapids begin 
and the Canadians on their side have 
a few power houses, which take water 
from the river for power purposes, 
and run it back into the river so that 


it goes over the falls, diminishing 
them not a particle, the boulevard 
continues right along the shore and 
the power houses stand back out of 
the way. The power hotises are splen- 
did stone structures set in the midst 
of gardens of flowers and groves of 
trees. They do not detract from the 
genera] beauty of the scene. 

We made a hurried return on the 
American side to our hotel where 
after a hasty luncheon we took a 
special train for the city of Rochester. 
Here we were met by numerous auto- 
mobiles provided by the newspaper 
publishers of that city and given a 
most delightful ride. 

This city was found to he all that 
had been claimed for it — one of the 
most beautiful cities in New York 
state. It is a progressive city of over 
300.000 population and is situated on 
the Genesee river, a stream which has 
enormous waterpower possiblities. It 
has some 1700 manufactories which 
represent two hundred million of in- 
vested funds and an annual wage of 
over one hundred million dollars. 
Among the articles made are women’s 
shoes, men’s clothing, motion picture 
films and other photographic supplies, 
telephone apparatus, ivory buttons, 
paper boxes, soda fountain syrups. Its 
river forms an excellent harbor where 
large lake steamers and other boats 
find commodious docks and with the 
state Barge Canal, five railways and 
trolley lines which combine to make 
Rochester a retail and wholesome dis- 
tributing point as well as a manu- 
facturing city. 

As a residential city it has many 
advantages. First its location Is con- 
ducive to health, being on a high 
plateau, then within easy traveling 
distance are many lakes and streams 
and other natural beauty spots just 
made for recreation and outdoor en- 
tertainment. It is but a little way 
to Lake Ontario or to the romantic 
region of the Finger Lakes where 
wild gorges and enchanted waterfalls 
or historic Indian trails await vaca- 
tion days. 

The city has a park system of over

Institute. Mr. Fittz gave an interest- 
ing and especially instructive twenty- 
minute talk on “How to analyze a se- 
curity,” followed by a question period 
of approximately the same length, the 
interest of those present in the speak- 
er's subject serving to materially ex- 
tend the session beyond the time 
limit, an infrequent occurrence in the 
annals of the club.

of th© Smithsonian In Washington; 
Joseph Thacher Clarke, explorer and 
excavator at Assoa; William Haskell, 
editor; Lothrop Stoddard, Mafy Rob- 
bins. and Esther Tiffany, authors; 
Mary A. Greene, (2nd woman to he ad- 
mitted to the Mass. Bar) legal author; 
Carlos Yzuaga, mayor of Trinidad. 
Cuba; and Baron Megatn of Tokio, 
Japan, who has held many high posi- 
tions in the Imperial Cabinet. 

During the long career of the School 
(16) sixteen members of the Allen 
family taught in it, eight (8) at one 
period, and their aggregate service 
counts up two hundred and fifty-five 
years. Brothers, uncles, daughters, 
nieces and cousins participated in this 
service, among the most distinguished 
being Rev. Joseph Henry Allen, D. D., 
of Cambridge, and Professor William 
F. Allen of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, authors of text-books in Latin and 
History. No wonder the School grad- 
ually assumed the name, “Allen 
School.” 

Nathaniel T. Allen was one of the 
earliest graduates of the State Nor- 
mal School at Bridgewater, Mass., he 
also studied at the Troy Polytechnic, 
in New York. He began his career in 
West Newton in 1848, as principal of 
the Model School connected with the 
State Normal School, newly establish- 
ed by Horace Mann. Normal Schools 
were then in the experimental stage 
and Horace Mann had to contend with 
much opposition. He was always the 
firm friend and helper of Mr. Allen, 
who resided for a time in his family, 
and whose success in the Model School 
was very marked. 

When the Normal School was re- 
moved to Framingham, Mr. Allen, by 
the advice of Horace Mann and others 
bought the vacated building, which 
stood where the Unitarian Church 
now stands, at the corner of Wash- 
ington and Highland Streets, and 
opened a Co-educational School. Rev. 
Cyrus Peirce, a noted educator, was 
associated, at first, with Mr. Allen; 
later, the brothers came to West New- 
ton and were associated with Nathan- 
iel T. Allen, as principals. 

Some of the special features of this 
School were: 

(1) Coeducation, unique at that 
period; 

(2) No distinctions of race or color; 

(3) The family system of home life 
In the families of the principals, for 
the boarding pupils; 

(4) The stress laid upon the physi- 
cal development, as well as the mental 
and moral; 

(5) Supervised Play, the teachers 
directing the activities at recess and 
on the hall field; 

(6) Addresses by famous men and 
women, who were attracted to the 
school by the prinicipals by which 
West Newton was greatly benefited, 
for the Allens always extended a 
warm welcome to the citizens on such 
occasions: and finally. 

(7) Special cultivation of the so- 
cial life of the school, by dramatics, 
debates, and parties. The school was 

pioneer in working out every sane, 
new idea advanced in Pedagogy. The 
first true Kindergarten in the U. S. 
was established here, in 1863, by Mrs. 
Louise Pollock, who came at the in- 
vitation of the Allens from Germany 
and was continued at the School, 
though at. a pecuniary loss, till Kin- 
dergartens were well established. The 
first gymnasium in any Secondary 
School was built by Mr. Allen. Nature 
studies were taught from the first, 
even to the youngest pupils, and the 
children and students were taken to 
the woods and fields for the study of 
plants and trees. It was a pioneer in 
instituting regular written examina- 
tions; in holding stated faculty meet- 
ings; in stressing the active co-opera- 
tion of parents, including term re- 
ports to them which gave a mental 
picture of the pupil as the teachers 
saw him; in the general exercises for 
the whole school, including Current 
Events; in the Wednesday Moral lec- 
tures. inculcating moral precepts, — 
and in the wholly unique Saturday 
session, where pupils could make up 
lessons in which they had failed. 

The distinguishing feature of the 
school was its empnasls on the ac 
quiring of character, as the object of 
all education. Not that other schools 
did not do this, but the peculiar fea- 
ture of this school was, that this was 
always kept before pupils, so that 
none could fail to realize that all in- 
structions and discipline was but a 
means to the end of developing 
strong, well rounded, self reliant 
character. 

In 1869, Mr. Nathaniel T. Allen with 
his family went to Europe for 2 years. 
As an agent of the U. S. Commis- 
sioner of Education, he made a special 
study of the then exceedingly popular 
and highly praised German system of 
education. His report, printed by the 
U. S. Government, shows that he at 
once grasped the radical defect which 
now all recognize, that all German 
education “is with special reference 
to the fact that none of these children 
are ever to come into possession of 
manhood as we understand true man- 
hood to be, with its broad and in- 
telligent freedom restricted only by 
those laws of their country which are 
in accordance with the laws of God. 
They are simply and purely Govern- 
ment schools, not public and common, 
we understand these terms,” and 
the ultimate object of their training is 
the uggrundizement of the German 
sovereign. 

Mr. Allen's interest in public affairs 
was always keen. "The Allen’s,” said 
their friend, Edwin B. Haskell, “stood 
upon their own theories and view's of 
life, and their opinions, plainly ex- 
pressed In all sorts of political and 
municipal gatherings, were a sort of 
moral tonic to the community.’’ Their 
moral standards were the highest 
especially was this true of Nuthaniel 
T. Allen, and led to great Inlluence In 
all movements that were projected for 
the good of the community. He was 
an active Garrison Abolitionist, 
Vice-President of the American Peace 
Society, actively working for It. Ho 
was one of the founders and u strong 
supporter of the Unitarian Church In 
West Newton, being a deeply religious 
man. His heart was ever warm with- 
in him ugainst ull forms of injus- 
tice, oppression, and cruelty, so that 
he needs must throw himself, with 
voice und pen, and decisive action, in- 
to the thick of the tight, regardless of 
the cost to himself. As u lover of

peace, he was bitterly opposed to mili- 
tary instruction in the schools and In 
1864, aroused public opinion to such 
an extent against military drill in the 
public schools, that the legislature 
voted not to have military drill in the 
eldest daughter, Fanny Bassett Allen 

Among the special services of Mr. 
Nathaniel Allen to the city of Newton 
may he mentioned his aid In founding 
the Associated Charities and the Pom- 
roy Home for Orphan Girls, of whose 
board he was for 30 years President. 
He was a cheery, mirth loving man, of 
powerful physique and abounding 
good spirits, full of sympathy and 
helpfullness, especially to the sick, 
aged and poor, whom he delighted to 
serve in all ways. His wife, Caroline 
(Bassett) Allen was his true help 
mate. One wonders what the school 
would have been without this ac- 
complished charming woman, the 
mother and loving friend of every 
pupil under her roof. The Golden 
Wedding was celebrated March 30, 
1903. Mrs. Allen lived until 1915. The 
eldest daughter, Fanny Bassett Allen 
was a leader in all that was uplifting. 
Descended from Phineas Allen of 
Revolutionary times, she took great 
interest in the D. A. R. and was 
founder of the Lucy Jackson Chapter 
of Newton and its first Regent. To 
her the city owes its Playground 
Movement in a large measure. 

The second daughter. Sarah Caro- 
line Allen, also a public sprited and 
gifted woman, married P. H. Cooney, 
a lawyer of Boston. She died at her 
home in Natick, in 1897. The- Sarah 
Allen Cooney Memorial Church (Uni- 
tarian) at Natick perpetuated her ac- 
tive work in its founding. The sur- 
viving daughter, Lucv Ellis Allen, 
owns and conducts the Misses Allen 
School in West Newton. Thus the 
traditions of the older school are car- 
ried on. especially in the emphasis 
upon character building and upon 
service for mankind.

not been assessed on April 1st; trans- 
ferH made of the nameH of those who 
have moved from one part of the city 
to another, and the voting lint ns thus 
revised formH the basis for the list to 
he used at the next election. As there 
wer e IS, 900 names on the list at the 
last, (doction, it will lie readily seen 
that no small amount of labor is re- 
quired as well as the utmost care. 
The city clerk usually does the pre- 
liminary work for the mayor in the 
appointment. of the election officers 
required by the 17 voting precincts of 
the city, hut as the pay for these posi- 
tions is usually good, ranging from 
$10 to $12 per day, there is not much 
difficulty in obtaining fairly good men, 
although they must he of different 
political parties. Registration of vot- 
ers is required before every primary 
and every election, and it has been the 
custom in this city to give an oppor- 
tunity for voters to register In racn 
village, at least once each fall. On 
the last day for registration fixed by 
law, the registrars must remain in 
continuous session from noon until 
ten o’clock P. M. The cost of elections 
in 1922 was over $5700 and the cost of 
registration was about $1092. 

The preparation of the jury list is 
also a duty of the registrars of voters, 
under the direction of the city clerk. 
The law requires that the jury list 
which consists of the names of voters 
liable for jury duty shall contain 462 
names. A stringent law placed on the 
statute books a few years ago, pro- 
vides a heavy penalty for anyone who 
attempts to Influence any registrars 
while performing this duty. In New- 
ton it is the custom for the registrars 
to apportion to each precinct its 
share ol’ the total number of names, 
and then go over each precinct list 
eliminating the name of every voter 
who is exempt from jury service by 
law, the exemptions being many and 
varied. The names remaining »are 
placed on separate slips of paper, 
placed in a box and drawn out, one by 
one until the quota for that particular 
precinct has been completed. The 
names so selected are placed in the 
jury box on separate slips of paper 
and when a venire is issued by the 
court, the required number of names 
iy drawn from this box by the board 
of aldermen. 

The city clerk is also required to 
record such papers as mortgages of 
personal property, certificates of mar- 
ried women doing business on their 
own account, the names of persons 
doing business under titles other than 
their own, assignments of wages and 
bills of sale. All of these rae care- 
fully copied, and indexed. 

He is also the agent of the board of 
aldermen for the distribution of 
Soldiers’ Relief, a gratuity required 
by law to old soldiers and their 
widows, and which cannot be made hv 
the Charity department. In this con- 
nection he is also the agent of the 
hoard of aldermen for the burial of 
deceased soldiers, wiio would other- 
wi*p he buried ns panpers. 

The city clerk also has the duty of 
providing for the printing of the* an- 
nual reports of the various depart- 
ments or the city and for all the print- 
ing required by the hoard of alder- 
men, amounting in 1922 to over $2163. 

For the lost two vears the Citv 
Clerk has also acted as clerk of the 
committees of the board of aldermen, 

a position requiring a large amount 
of night work and the preparation of 
many reports and orders. 

From all of the above it is easy to 
prove the statement made at. the be- 
ginning of this article that the city 
clerk comes in contact with every 
citizen from the cradle to the grave 
He first notes the birth, issues the 
certificate of marriage, notes the birth 
of the children, issues the licenses for 
many kinds of business, which he may 
require, dog licenses if he keens such 
a pet, a hunter’s license if he inclines 
in that direction, provides for regis- 
tration as a voter, and makes ar- 
rangements for him to exercise his 
rights of franchise, gives him notice 
of street, sidewalk or sewer improve- 
ments in his neighborhood, and finally 
records his death. No other office of 
the city, therefore, so closely touches 
the daily life of every man as that of 
the city clerk.

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1600 acres which is distributed over 
the entire corporation. One park has 
a four-mile frontnge on Lake Ontario. 
There are municipal bathing beaches 
and public base ball parks, tennis 
courts and golf courses for outdoor 
sports, while many beautiful schools, 
churches and theatres provide for the 
educational, spiritual and mental en- 
joyment and needs of the people. 

The Eastman Theatre is the great- 
est achievement in the city’s history. 
This structure was a gift of George 
Eastman, of the Eastman Kodak film 
fame and is an adjunct of the East- 
mnn School of Music, of the Univer- 
sity of Rochester. It was opened Sept- 
ember 1922, and its purpose or com- 
prehensive scheme is to give the peo- 
ple of Rochester from childhood up 
the best possible music. 

Our party were escorted through 
this wonderfully constructed building. 
They had brought to their attention 
the perfect acoustic conditions; to the 
art decorations; to the mural paint- 
ings, one of which was brought from 
Italy and is the work of Giordani; the 
various forms created hy the sculptor 
forming has relief decorations, etc. 
They were taken from room to room, 
to balconies even, to the emergency 
hospital where a nurse was in attend- 
ance. While a motion picture house, 
most of the time, on Wednesday nights 
it is converted into a concert hall 
where vocal and instrumental music 
is given and each year there is to be 
a grand opera season. 

In size, the house is the largest, in 
America, with the exception of but 
two — the Capitol and the Hippodrome 
in New York City. In architecture 
and design, it represents the best 
thought and artistic ability that the 
land can offer. 

The architects have builded a 
marble house of music and picture 
drama, in the Italian Renaissance 
type of architecture. The exterior is 
of a great dignity and simplicity. This 
same note is carried into the interior 
of the building. A unique entrance 
lobby, of oval form, leads to a multi- 
plicity of interior lobbies and stairs. 
Yet many as these are — an audience 


of nearly 3,600 folk needs ample el- 
bow-room for its comings and its 
goings — the entire interior arrange- 
ment Is so simple that a child might 
easily find his way though all of It. 

There are three floors to the great 
auditorium; a wide sweep of main 
orchestra flooi* and a vast, gallery — 
designated the grand balcony — with 
a comparatively narrow mezzanine 
balcony set in between them. For it 
Is to he remembered always that the 
University of Rochester’s theatre is 
designed for a wider scope of endea- 
vor than even the motion-picture, 
with the music that can appropriately 
he combined with it, may offer. The 
house is also designed for great con- 
certs and grand opera, both of which 
hove already been inaugurated there 
most successfully. 

Upon the glories of the interior of 
the Eastman Theatre much might he 
written. Its ceiling assuredly is one 
of the handsomest in America; the 
great chandelier that from it hangs 
pendant, is a glowing, riving thing of 
superb incandescent beauty. The 
side-walls of the main auditorium 
hear huge murals by Ezra Winter and 
Barry Faulkner, which depict the 
progress of music. There is a dream 
of a Maxfleld Parrish, painted especi- 
ally for the house, at a conspicuous 
turn of Its main stair — other great 
paintings here and there and every- 
where within it. It is a treasure-box 
of the fine arts. 

Following our visit to the Eastman 
Theatre, we w’ere entertained at din- 
ner in the Chamber of Commerce 
building, another gift of Mr. Eastman 
to the city, — a dinner enlivened hy a 
song leader who certainly knew his 
business. 

Rochester is not a lake port, and is 
some eight or ten miles distant from 
Summerville, a suberh which com- 
bines a lakeside resort and a lake 
port for Rochester business. Here we 
embarked on a specially chartered 
steamer for a night’s sail to Alex- 
andria Bay. our next stopping place.

NEWTON WELFARE BUREAU 

Because of an increasing need, the 
Newton Welfare Bureau is organizing 
a Department of Occupational Ther- 
apy which will be under the director- 
ship of Miss Mary Lord, formerly con- 
nected with the Boston School of Oc- 
cupational Therapy and its Depart- 
ment of Home Treatment and Curative 
\\'ork Shop. 

At present, patients are being en- 
rolled for Home Treatment and are 
visited and given proper treatment 
through occupation, crafts, exercise, 
games, play, or reading to meet the 
individual need and aid the patient in 
recovery. 

Only patients for whom Occupation- 
al Therapy will contribute to or fas- 
ten the recovery of will be taken. In 
cjironic cases those who can be helped 
to a more normal condition mentally 
or physically may be enrolled. This 
is not a department for commercial 
work but a scientific department with 
crafts as a curative treatment. A 
Curative Work Shop will be opened at 
the Welfare Bureau where patients 
able to leave their homes may go for 
treatment. 

If a patient is attended by a doctor, 
a prescription form must be made out 
and signed by the doctor. Other pa-' 
tients must present a formal applica- 
tion made out and signed by the or- 
ganization responsible for the patient. 

‘Daily or weekly reports will be 
made out showing the condition, gain, 
etc. of the patients, and a carbon copy 
of such reports may be had at the re- 
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quest of the doctor or organization re- 
sponsible for the patient. 

A small charge will be made for 
the service of the Aides and materials 
used. If the patient or the organiza- 
tion responsible for the patient is un 
able to pay, the service will be given 
free. 

This Department will be of service 
to Hospital Out-Patient Departments, 
the District Nursing Association, Doc- 
tors, Welfare Organizations, Insurance 
Companies (Accident Cases), etc. Ap- 
plication for treatment can be made to 
the Newton Welfare Bureau and pre- 
scription blanks will be furnished.

BRITISH STATESMAN AND AUTHOR 

Viscount Morloy, Inst of the out- 
standing figures associated with Glad- 
stone and his contemporaries in the 
stirring political events of the latter 
part of the nineteenth century, dis- 
tinguished both us statesman and 
author, died Sept. 23d at Wimbledon, 
England. Born December 24, 1838, the 
son of Jonathan Morley, a surgeon, he 
studied at Lincoln College, Oxford, tak- 
ing his degree in 1859. He went at 
once to London, where he gradually 
became known as one of the ablest 
contributors to the literary and politi- 
cal press of the day. In 1873 he was 
called to the bar at Lincoln’s Inn. 
but never practised law to any extent. 
From 1807 to 1883, he edited with 
brilliant success the F’ortnightly Re- 
view. Upon his election to Parlia- 
ment in 1883, following two unsuccess- 
ful attempts to gain a seat, he assumed 
editorship of Macmillan’s Magazine. 
In 1880 he became editor of the Pall 
Mall Gazette, which had been turned 
into a Liberal paper. 

Although not an orator, he was a 
forcible direct speaker, respected for 
his strength of character and hon- 
esty of conviction even by those who 
differed from his views. His contribu- 
tions to political journalism and 
ethical and philosophical criticism 
were numerous and valuable. His 
biography of Gladstone, (EG452-Mo). 
probably his best-known hook, Is 
masterly account of the career of the' 
great Liberal statesman, enriched as 
it is by his own intimate knowledge of 
and connection with many of the most 
important events narrated: and in 
spite of his own strong agnostic con- 
victions, his treatment of Mr. Glad, 
stone’s powerful religious interests is 
characterized by sympathy and judg- 
ment.

To the Editor, Newton Graphic: 

Will you favor me by bringing to 
the attention of the Newton public a 
matter which Is of vital Importance 
to every member of the community 
inasmuch as whatever affects the well 
being of the individual tends to pro- 
mote the welfare of the community. 

We read and hear of a great deal 
about the houseing problem. It can 
be seen from two distinctively dif- 
ferent viewpoints — that of the land- 
lord and that of the tenant. 

To a Inrge number of people this 
subject Is merely an abstract one 
which receives but little consideration. 
It is to those who must face the ques- 
tion in nil its seriousness that the 
subject assumes alarming proportions. 

Recently since the problem has be- 
come my own I have come Into con- 
tact with many, many others who are 
facing the same difficulties. 

My specific case Is this. I have three 
children, I have been notified to vacate 
the apartment in which I am now liv- 
ing. My time limit expires within a 
very few weeks. So I have proceeded 
to make every possible effort to find 
shelter for my family. I have tele- 
phoned to real estate agents. I did 
this systematically by looking up 
every real estate agent listed in the 
business section of the telephone 
directory in the City of Newton and 
nlso in some of the neighboring cities. 

I have usked practically everyone I 
have met such as the druggist, — gro- 
ceryman, laundryman, milkman, etc. 
All were considerately kind and 
promised to let me know of any 
vacant apartment of which they might 
hear. I have been eagerly watching 
the “Apartments to let” section of the 
Boston and suburban newspapers. 

1 have been advertising in the New- 
ton Graphic and have received a great 
many replies. However the general 
program of an answer runs in this 
way. The telephone rings, I answer. 

A voice asks, “Did you advertise for 
an apartment? I have one.” I answer 
that I am the one — then comes the 
question, “How much of a family have 
you?” I begin by telling that I have 
three children. That is my death war- 
rant as far as obtaining any apartment 
ic concerned because the party at the 
other end of the line usually informs 
me that her apartment is too small 
for children or has some other excuse 
ready — Some are braver and say quite 
plainly, “Well we don’t want any chil- 
dren.” 

Why is there such an antipathy to 
children? Why is this feeling so gen- 
eral among landlords. Surely all 
families of children don’t abuse rented 
apartmens, must all suffer because of 
the wear and tear inflicted up on apart- 
ments by some children has been a 
little severe? Or don’t those grown- 
ups remember that they were once 
children and indulged in childhood’s 
legitimate aetivites — maybe their own 
voices were once upon a time full of 
the songs of childhood, which now 
seem like noise to their ears. One 
might as well have the smallpox or a 
cage full of rattlesnakes and try to 
hire an apartment as to try to gain 
admission with children. 

The children of today will be citi- 
zens of a few years hence. They will 
bo well equipped educationally. This 
city offers exceptional opportunites 
in that direction. But along with Edu- 
cation they must also have the vital 
necessities of life. A man in moderate 
circumstances works hard to provide 
for his family, food and clothing but 
besides these he must also give them 
shelter — some sort of a place to live. 
He cannot pay exhorbitant prices for 
every thing in the line of up to the 
minute modern conveniences. He 
must provide the other actual neces- 
sities for life and cannot spend the 
largest share of his money for rent. 
All that he hopes for or expects is 
that he may secure a liveable place at 
a fair price where children will be at 
least as welcome as pet dogs, cats or 
monkeys. 

One instance of a place which I 
looked up was that of a neighbor who 
intended moving away. There were 
children in the family so I felt sure 
that at least I would secure a place 
from which my children would not be 
barred — hut to my surprise I found 
that the landlady had followed the 
example of other property holders and 
had decided that henceforth she would 
let her aoartinent to no more families 
having children. 

And so the story geos — the same 
thing over and over — one disappoint- 
ment following another. Any number 
of places would have been at my dis- 
posal if I had not had three children. 

Why is there such an unnatural 
prejudice against children? What irre- 
parable damage has any child ever 
done that there is such a prevailing 
sentiment against them? What fair- 
minded parent would not prevent his 
child from destruction of the property 
of another from motives of correct 
habit formation and also because it 
also means added bills of expense to 
his already well taxed pocket book. 

All these present day lanlords 
were children once upon a time. All 
had shelter of some sort. It can not 
he that these well favored ones who 
have an abundance of shelter not only 
for themselves hut also to sell by the 
month for a stipulated sum to their 
less prosperous brothers, It can not be 
that they fully realize what it means 
to a man to be barred from admit- 
tance Into this self same shelter be- 
cause he is doing his duty in life and 
trying to rear a family of little ones 
and giving them the necessities of life. 

is not ih.- family haying children 
mori' desirable as tenants than the 
family of “Adults Only” which so 
many “Apartments To Let" advertise- 
ments call for because where there 
are Children In a family the parents 
ore actuated to greater thrift and self- 
sacrifice for the love of these little 
ones — who act ns an incentive to 
bring out all that is best in their 
parents— thus forming the foundation 
of the family which Is the «nit upon 
which the foundation of the com- 
munity is bused. 

We are told “poor people shouldn’t 
have ho muny children." Haven’t 
muny of our greatest men been chil- 
dren of lurge and poor families who 
have had to fight for their existence 
and this very circumstance has given 
them greater ability to meet the big 
nrohlems of life in later years und 
luti*lle them successfully. 

Cannot the law makers whom we 
elect to office who provide such excel -
